Plumed Marketing 
Increases Potato 
Farmers Returns 
PITTSBURGH. March 5 — HNS» 
—Planned m arketing in Pennsyl­ 
vania already has more than dou­ 
bled the potato farm er's share of 
the m arket dollar, Dr. E. L. Nixon, 
agricultural 
consultant 
to 
t h e 
Pennsylvania Chain Store Council, 
announced at the organization's 
annual m eeting in Pittsburgh. 
Dr. Nixon told the council that 
through a direct producer-to-rnar- 
ket program through which 
the 
farm er may bring his produce di­ 
rectly to his nearest retail chain 
store outlet, thereby elim inating 
costly wastage through unneces­ 
sary trucking and warehousing, po­ 
tato growers of the stale now are 
getting up to 81 cents of the m ar­ 
keting dollar. 
Prior to the council campaign, 
now 12 years old, the potato farm ­ 
er averaged about 39 cents of tha 
total m arket dollar, Dr. Nixon said, 
adding: 
"The real economy of getting 
the food to the consum er Ts the 
elim ination of waste between the 
farm and the kitchen. 
T here is 
little point to a farm shipping the 
produce grown on his W estmore­ 
land county farm into Pittsburgh 
for warehousing, and then hav­ 
ing it shipped right out again to 
be sold in a store near him in New 
K ensington." 
He added the council was con­ 
tinuing its study to elim inate Such 
losses which, he added, not only 
add to the cost to the consum er, 
but also lower the income of the 
producer.

President Truman ha« signed a bill which permits 
the government to tnrn over to veteran or other non­ 
profit organizations, heavy weapons stored in govern­ 
ment warehouses which are outmoded. 
While this says nothing about captured enemy wea­ 
pons, it does bring to mind the fact that there is a vacant 
spot on the public square which once had a German gun 
in it. This gun was put into one of the early scrap drives 
and a small sign said a captured Jap gun would replace it. 
Whether it is a captured enemy gun, or one of the 
American guns now available it does seem it would be 
a food idea to get one for that vacant spot. Whether it 
should be the city, the Legion or the VFW that gets the 
v n m b is not important. It would be an idea to get one. 
This being Sesqui-Centennial year it might be well 
if step« were taken soon to get the weapon here. 


jnVOftOK AMD JUVKNILK DELINQUENCY 
We are hearing with increasing frequency of the dan­ 
ger which threatens the Republic in the not-dietant future 
: because of the growth of juvenile delinquency. Many ele­ 
ments in our society are blamed for this increase. Some 
; say the schools are at fault while others blame it on lurid 
movies and yellow juvenile literature. 
Undoubtedly our school program is not perfect and 
there is no question that sensational movies and juvenile 
literature ought to be curbed. Yet after all it cannot be 
successfully denied that the major share of blame for 
juvenile delinquency rests squarely on the parents. As 
our school system is set up, while it can do a great deal of 
good toward making better citizens of our youth, it can 
not do the major part of the job. As for movies and litera 
ture, the parents of the youngsters can do much about 
this by regulating more carefully the habits of their 
children. 
During the past generation there has been too much 
ftvoidfng of our plain duties and too much depending on 
the government—federal and local—to look after things 
for us. This practice extends even to our children. 
There are too many caralau parent« who think only of their own 
and there are toe пишу broken homes. Judge Edward A. 
of the Cook County Superior Court at Chicago declared re­ 
cently that divorce la the mainspring of our Juvenile delinquency 
problem. He declared that вО percent of the delinquency cases appear­ 
ing in Chicago’s Juvenile courts can be traced to divorce-broken homes. 
\Ш added; 
“The ao-called orphanages maintained in this area are no longer 
orphanages in the true senae of the word. They have become havens 
lor the children of broken homes. According to statistics, 65,971 chil­ 
dren have been Involved In divorce cases since 1040, and of that num­ 
ber N.91S have been under 1ft years old. Sixty-nine percent of these 
children were under 10 years old and 37 percent under 9 years. 
’The true victims of divorce and separate maintenance are the 
children of marriages that failed. The statistics testify to the sacrifices 
1|мнг are called upon to make, the natural benefits they must forego, 
and the obstacles they must overcome if they are to survive and pro­ 
tege."What can we do about it? Well, of course, we can’t 
force parents to live together if they don’t want to. The 
first thing that can be done is to awaken the public con­ 
science to the fact that juvenile delinquency starts in the 
home. Parental love is a greater deterrent too juvenile de­ 
linquency than any other single factor. 


fU TU ftl or AVIATION 
Ability of science—greatly advertised recently—to 
create rain and snow will be put to the test of whether 
it can succeed as an industrial enterprise. 
It has caught the fancy of officialdom to the point 
that the Kansas Corporation Commission has given Snow 
Inc. permission to sell stock to the public to raise capital 
for the business of spreading snow on wheat fields so they 
will be protected from alternate thaws and freezes dur­ 
ing winter as well as from winds. 
The chief instrument of the rain and snow makers 
is the airplane. They carry their gadgets and chemicals 
up to the clouds and so prod nature into performing as 
desired. 
If this stock issue makes money for investors, it will 
be because rain and snow making succeeds and that 
means farmers will get bigger crops. 
Perhaps the greatest future of aviation will be in 
rain making, in which case airplane plants catering to rain 
makers can become as important an industry as plants 
turning out tractors, combines and plows. 


The strenuous pleas made in 
Washington by Secretaries Mar­ 
shall and Forrestal for immediate 
new financial aid to Greece and 
Turkey emphasized today an im­ 
portant factor in these Umes of 
Soviet expansionism. 
This is the undeniable truth that 
both these nations, long bothered 
by communist infiltration and mil­ 
itary threats, 
have in modern 
times renounced any claims to ter­ 
ritories they themselves dominat­ 
ed. 
Hitler based much of his ex­ 
pansion on the old "Volkdeutsch” 
argument—meaning that coveted 
territories were Inhabited largely 
by Germans or people of German 
descent. 
The Soviets have somewhat stu­ 
diously avoided use of the term 
Pan-Slavism In their policy of 
remaking the map. But swift en- 
gulfment of border states allied tn 
one manner or another with the 
Russian tongue shows that this 
system has not been overlooked. 
Ne Bearing Ob Present 
The imperial age of Greece goes 
so far back in history that it has 
no bearing on the present. But 
the modern age already was in 
the making at a time when Turkey 
controlled so much of Europe that 
Hitler’s conquests look feeble In 
comparison. 


That "Golden Age** of Turkish 
power embraced the 240 years 
from 1325 to 1556. 
At the moment the tide began 
to recede, the Ottoman Empire of 
Turkey had extended its dominions 
in Kurope to embrace Greece, Al­ 
bania. Serbie (now Yugoslavia), 
Bulgaria. Romania, part of Hun­ 
gary and the Black Sea coast of 
Russia almost to the Caucasus 
Mountains. 
It held all of Asia Minor, Syria, 
Palestine, Mesopotamia (Iraq), part 
of Iran and the seacoast of Arabia. 
In Africa, it controlled Egypt and 
the enUre Mediterranean coast. 
Empire Reduced 
During the centuries that follow­ 
ed. the one-time world empire was 
reduced to what la known as Its 
’‘Turkish core." If the Central 
powers had won the First World 
War Turkey, as an ally, might 
again have won new territory. 
But the contrary was the case 
and one tenet of the great Kemal 
Pasha who created the present re­ 
public was that this “core” must 
remain strong-inviolate but un- 
acquisitive. 
It is for this reason that Turkey 
has bridled with Indignation at 


Soviet attempta to gain a foothold 
on the Dardanelles and by claims 
of Soviet "cultural authorities” 
that the Russians have a right to 
the easternmost provinces of Kars 
and Ardahan. 
These 
"cultural" 
claims 
are 
based on one-time occupation— 
Just as Mussolini used to demand 
Nice, Corsica and Savoy because 
they once were under Italian rule. 
In the field of modern territor­ 
ial designs, both Greece and Tur­ 
key have a clean blU of health in 
the history books.

A FAMILY WITH ONLY 
ONE CHILD 
The opportunities for best de­ 
velopment by the only child are 
usually limited. 
In the United States, only 34 
percent of the families have more 
than one child, 22 per cent have 
only one child and 44 per cent 
have no children at all. These 
figures are given by Dr. William 
Menninger in the Atlantic Monthly 
for 
January. 
However, 
these 
figures include the “war babies,” 
who later may have brothers and 
sisters, thus reducing the propor­ 
tion of only children slightly. The 
Federal Office of Education esU- 
mates that 4.000.000 children will 
be added to our school population 
during the next six years (inci­ 
dentally requiring more teachers 
and school buildings). 
Lower Economic Level 
As anybody knows—I presented 
some data in an earlier column— 
the more - than - one - child family 
more often falls in the lower eco­ 
nomic level than does the one- 
child family. Therefore, more of 
the only children live in suburban 
areas, with a good proportion of 
no-child families there. This only 
child then not only has no play­ 
mates tn his own home, but also 
usually lives farther away from 
other playmates than does the 
child with blathers and sisters. 
The only child generally has 
more luxuries and fewer denials. 
He also has fewer opportunities 
to share. Regardless of where a 
child lives he must do more shar­ 
ing If he has brothers and sisters 
than if he has none. The sharing 
of most importance to his per­ 
sonality and character is of his 
parents' attention and affection. 
Obviously, parents of the only 
child need to make fewer self- 
denial« and personal adaptations 
than parents of several children, 
affording the parents fewer pos­ 
sible personality gains, and fewer 
possible moral and spiritual re­ 
turns. 
Thoughtful Of Others 
AU else being equal, it is harder 
for the average only child than 
siblings to grow in unselfishness; 
to be thoughtful of others and thus 
prepare for best sense of social re­ 
sponsibility. It is harder for him 
to learn self-sacrifice for an ideal, 
having had so few of his immedi­ 
ate wants denied. Harder for him 
to learn thrift and wise use of 
money. Also harder, as a rule, to 
learn self-discipline and self-drive. 
What is most apparent in the 
only child is his lack of ample con­ 
tacts with other children of his 
age. (My bulletins. “Socializing 
the Young Child,” and “Your Child 
and His Playmates" may be had 
in a stamped envelope by writing 
me at 235 East 45th street, New 
York. N. Y.) 
To parents of the only child: 
Emphasize not giving to the child 
too much of a material nature, nor 
satisfying nearly all his wishes; 
teaching him respect for the rights 
and possessions of others; training 
him in self-reliance and responsi­ 
bility. 
Find ways for him to play freely 
with many other children of his 
own age, working out with other 
parents 
cooperative 
play 
pro­ 
grams. This may be costly in time 
and money but it is very wise in- 


i vestment. Consider having more 
[children or adopting some. 


Several readers of this column 
have censured me because I said 
recently that 1 did not see much 
difference 
between

“Because my family before me 
were Republicans/’ was his answer 
aad that. It seem« to me, was as 
good an answer' as anyone could 
give nowadays. 
I told you, in the column about 
which I was criticised, that when 
I started to vote all the so-called 
nice people I knew were Republi­ 
cans, and not knowing any more 
about politics then than I do now. 
I also became a registered Repub­ 
lican. 


So, as a good Republican (?>. 1 
was aU for a Republican adminis­ 
tration in our own little Connecti­ 
cut community last fall. 
The Democrata then In power 
had done very little and the Re­ 
publicans who wanted to get in 
promised us everything under the 
sun. 
They got in, and what did we 
get? 
Our taxes were Increased about 
30 per cent. 
They appropriate a lot of money 
for street and road improvements.

Contrasting Vandenberg and Ball 
WASHINGTON, March 5 —Two 
men in the Senate of the United 
States offer a remarkable study in 
contrast. They stand out against 
the harsh glare of swiftly moving 
history like the figures In a medie­ 
val morality play. 
One. it is hardly necessary to 
say. is Sen. Arthur H. Vanden­ 
berg of Michigan. The tribute that 
the Senate paid him. when he fin­ 
ished his speech opening the de­ 
bate on the European recovery 
program, was the kind of thing 
that comes rarely in any man’s 
career In Congress. It was a rec­ 
ognition. 
disregarding 
for 
the 
moment political and ideological 
differences, of a great achieve­ 
ment. 
The other man is Sen. Joseph 
H. Ball of Minnesota, who seems 
to have made himself the leader 
of the opposition to ERP. It is not 
open and avowed opposition. That 
would not succeed because public 
opinion has come around so com­ 
pletely to acceptance of the need 
to try to restore Western Europe. 
More Complicated 
It la more complicated than that. 
Sen. Ball says cut the program 
from 95,300,000,000 to—oh, let’s 
say three and a half billions or 
maybe four billions. He says this 
in spite of the careful studies that 
have been made—by the Harriman 
committee, for example. He says 
this despite Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall’s warning that 
such a cut would reduce the whole 
business to a mere breadline, bar­ 
ring any hope of rehabilitation 
and recovery. 
In the morality plays of the mid­ 
dle ages, the leading characters 
were always labeled.

Our time is perhaps too compli­ 
cated for such simple labels. If 
you had to apply tags to two con­ 
trasting personalities and perform­ 
ances as those of Vandenberg and 
Ball, 
maturity 
and 
immaturity 
might fit as well as anything else. 
That, it seems to me, is the real 
meaning of Vandenberg’s achieve­ 
ment—maturity. 
Change Is Seen 
It does not seem very long ago 
that the Senator from Michigan 
was a carefree party-goer in party- 
going Washington. His Ideological 
coloration was that of his region— 
isolationism with a mixture of in­ 
difference. No one doubted his 
ability. But he coasted along plea­ 
santly and he rarely had to extend 
himself. 
World War II brought to him an 
understanding of what the wea­ 
pons of modern distinction meant. 
It brought maturity and a crushing 
sense of personal responsibility. 
Once, at Lake Success, during an 
interval in a United Nations ses­ 
sion, he said to me: 
“I never dreamed I would come 
to accept the weight of responsi­ 
bility that I feel today. And if I 
had thought it would be anything 
like this, l‘m afraid I might have 
turned my back on it." 
But the point Is he didn’t turn 
his back. Politically speaking, Sen. 
Vandenberg is a conservative. He 
is a conservative in the truest 
sense of the word. That is to say, 
he believes in trying to conserve 
what is best in our system in the 
face of the revolutionary changes 
that are blowing across the world. 
Bolted Party 
In 1944, Sen. Ball bolted the Re­ 
publican party and came out for 
President Roosevelt’s election to a 
fourth term. He said he was doing 
this on the issue of foreign policy 
and the vigorous prosecutiorf of 
the war. By taking this step he 
greatly embarrassed Harold Stas- 
sen. who first appointed him to the 
Senate. 
Today his objective seems to be 
to erase any thought that he ever 
favored Roosevelt or the policies 
of Roosevelt. After all, he does 
have the problem of getting re­ 
elected in November on the Re­ 
publican ticket. 
But this gives to his course a 
curious zigzag effect. When he was

D. C., March 5 —Anyone knowing Southern poli­ 
tics got a snicker the other day. New« storie« reported that Virginia's 
Senator Byrd "indorsed” Governor Tuck’s plan to put the Old Domin­ 
ion in the van of the Southern Rebellion against the Democrtalc party. 
To say that Bvrd barked up Tuck is like saying that Edgar Bergen 
agrees with Charlie McCarthy. The auave and ab}? Senator controls 
the wheel-horse Governor the way that 30 million American automobile 
owners control their vehicles. 
Byrd supplies the gas and the grease, 
the varnish and the shock-absorbers that make the Governor a smooth- 
running and presentable conveyance. 
Byrd drives Tuck exactly where 
he liketh; he primes him. parks him and keeps him in repali% 
It is necessary to stress the relationship when considering any­ 
thing that happens In Virginia concerning the Southern Rebellion. 
One reads of the Tuck plan 
There is no such animal. 
The plan to 
disfranchise Virginians who might by some chance desire to vote for 
President Truman or Mr. Wallace Is a Byrd plan. 
And for that very 
reason it takes on all the importance, the significance and the respec­ 
tability that gathers around the distlgulshed brow of Harry Flood Byrd. 
Important For Wbat He la 
Byrd Is Important more for what he is than what he ha« done. 
He has been a national figure longer than most Democrats. He was 
Governor of Virginia when Mr. Truman was unheard of and when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was know.n only as a defeated candidate lor vice 
president. Byrd is one of the tew men ever to be sole senator of a 
sovereign state for any length of time—a period of four years (1942-46» 
when the ancient Carter Glass was absent and inoperative from an 
illness best described as senescence. Senator Byrd himself Is often 
considered a Capitol Hill inoperative In all but the matter of aaying 
"no” to Democratic legislation. Someone kept track of Ma voting 
record for a two-year period <1945-46» and found that he had voted 
against party measures often than not—61 per cent of the time. De­ 
spite this disregard of party discipline, or maybe because of It, he got 
89 votes for the 1944 nomination for president. 
Byrd is significant for what he has done in Virginia rather than 
in Washington. During 20-odd years he has built up in the Old Domin­ 
ion what John Gunther of "Inside U. S. A." calls the “moat urbane and 
genteel dictatorship in America”. His political machine, like all oth­ 
ers, runs on patronage, but it is sustained and perpetuated, as Gunther 
observes, mainly because of the poll tax and the one-party system. It 
is almost as difficult for "undersirables" to vote in Virginia as for a 
camel to get through the window of Uncle Tom’s Cabin. Only 230.000 
Virginians out of a population of 2.677,773 had a chance to vote for or 
against Byrd in the last primary election. 
Like Benevolent Baron 
Byrd is respectable because he rules his domain more like a be­ 
nevolent baron than a modern political boss. His dealings are with 
the lordlings of business and politics rather than with the peasants. 
Virginians for years have been getting the sort of schools, roads and 
working conditions which Byrd thinks they deserve—and this is no 
compliment either to him or his constituents. Strikes and lynchings 
are among the things "just not done” in the Old Dominion. Strikers 
are apt to find themselves “drafted” into the militia where a work 
stoppage becomes an act of semi-treason. 
Lynchers know they will 
face Instant Indictments for murder, and no one has laid hand to a 
lynch rope for more than 20 years. 
Senator Byrd is worth this run-down because he seems more likely 
than any man to personalize, lead and control the Southern Rebellion. 
He Is certally the best man to keep it from becoming a pogrom of race 
hatred, night riding and Bilboism. 
His defects and virtues mav very 
well become the defects and virtues of the anti-Truman revolt. If 
Byrd has his way. the revolt will be confined to the upper classes 
It 
will do nothing whatever to correct the political, economic, educational 
and social ills from which the South has long suffered. On the other 
hand, the revolt under Byrd can be expected to be anti-Administration 
without ever becoming anti-American. 
It will be lily-white in politics 
as in morality. So far as Byrd can control it. the Southern movement 
will not be discredited by high-handed Fascism or low-comedy sc-tndal. 
He is not a peerless leader. But from the viewpoint of the South and 
the country at large he is the best one in sight.

What does the government of 
the United States know about busi­ 
ness anyway? The presumption i\ 
that the government knows more 
about production, supply and de­ 
mand than the producer. Well, the 
producer does not know a great 
deal. When the producer plants his 
wheat and his corn, he does it this 
year because he did it .last year. 
He made a little money last year 
and he expects to make a little 
money this year. 
Warned Poultrymen 
The Department of Agriculture 
warned the poultrymen last spring 
not to produce so many chickens. 
It very sagely told the chicken far­ 
mer that by the last half of the 
year consumer income would be 
declining. Then by the time the in- 
was suPP<*ed to be declining, 
tJie Department tells the consumer 
jus income is expected to remain 
high. And the last half of the 
year prices will probably be lower 
than in 1946. 
The real poultryman does not 
pay much attention to the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. The Depart­ 
ment can give very good advice as 
1 to what sort of fertiller to use for

—Many Pennsylvania farmers arc 
going to be up in the air this sum­ 
mer. 
And they won't necessarily be 
getting huffy over the price of 
fertilizer, livestock feed and farm 
tools. 
For the man on the farm has sud­ 
denly become air minded, Influ­ 
enced by positive results from ex­ 
periments in crop protection by 
airplane. 
The state agriculture department 
reports that more than 100 “agri* 
culture-avlators” have formed a 
“flying farmers club" to compare 
notes on benefits from aerial crop 
cultivation. 
Achievements regis­ 
tered by some of them Include crop 
dusting, orchard spraying and even 
"defrosting” of crops. 
The department said one of the 
most successful campaigns waged 
from airplanes was eradication by 
DDT sprays of leaf hoppers and 
flea beetles which severely dam­ 
age potato crops. 
Significant is the 
production 
record which revealed the average 
potato output per acre has been 
increased from 120 bushels In 1945 
to 165 bushels last year. 
Aerial 
spraying has been attempted only 
during recent years. 
The corn borer population also 
has taken a nose dive along with 
orchard spiders as the result of 
spraying from airplanes, according 
to the department. 
One of the outstanding achieve­ 
ments was chalked up by a Frank­ 
lin county farmer who warded off 
damaging late spring frosts that 
threatened his blooming orchards 
with aid of a helicopter. 
When temperatures dropped he 
rap a helicopter during the cold 
hours of the night to keep higher, 
warmer air circulating through 
the lower elevation that would 
otherwise have been frost nipped, 
the department reported.

This also ap­ 
plies to merchants and business- 
men in general" In other words, 
the low break-even point acted as a 
cilshion so that concerns were able 
to withstand a considerable shrink­ 
age 
in 
business 
before 
being 
obliged to operate at a loss or dls- 
charge employes. 
Although many concerns have 
reduced their bond interest, etc.. 
yet their actual fixed charges in 
the form of taxes and labor costs 
have actually increased. 
There­ 
fore. the break-even point is much 
higher today than it was. 
We 
all are now skating on thin ice. 
What About Employment? 
This means that before the war 
employers could stand a consider­ 
able reduction in gross business 
before it was necessary to dis­ 
charge people. 
Then when the 
break-even point of no profit was 
approached on the decline, they 
were able to reduce wages and still 
continue the employment of most 
of the people. 
Today the situation is very dif­ 
ferent. 
Not only is there a much 
smaller and narrower operating- 
margin cushion than there was m 
previous booms, but the labor and 
other costs are much higher. Fur­ 
thermore, owing to the increase of 
unionism during the last 15 years, 
It will be much more difficult to 
reduce wages. This means that the 
only recourse employers will have 
will be to let the people go, which 
would result in much greater un­ 
employment than otherwise would 
be the case. 
Where wages are 
practically a fixed charge, a smaller 
falling off in business would cause 
employers to reach the break-even 
line and losses more quickly than 
heretofore. 
Basinets Outlook 
Most things now indicate a con­ 
tinued 
good 
business 
at 
leaMt 
through 1948. Most concerns have 
backlogs of orders which, if they 
are not cancelled, should carry the 
concerns profitably for a couple of 
years. The government, moreover, 
has so many artificial slimulsnts 
up its sleeve that it could keep 
business good for several years 
longer. 
Someday, however, prices 
will be so high that the public 
will stop buying. Then people will 
be thrown out of work and a crash 
will come as in the past. 
The 
government can prolong a period 
of prosperity, but it cannot finally 
prevent it from falling over the 
brink.

I sug­ 
gested to these public utility men 
that their customers might rot 
need the power from this new ca­ 
pacity when it is ready for deliv­ 
ery.

Less Food In Cold 
Storage In State 
HARRISBURG, March S. — De 
creases in apples and ail dairy and 
poultry products except shell eggs 
took place in Pennsylvania cold 
storage houses during the month 
of January, the State Department 
of Agriculture announced today 
following federhl-state surveys. 
Apples in storage declined from 
1.027.000 bushels on January 1 to 
009.000 bushels on February 1, the 
department said. This was a drop 
of 328,000 bushels. 
In compari 
■on. apple holdings in Pennsylvania 
storage houses on February 1, 1947. 
totaled 936,000 bushels. 
The 1947 
commercial apple crop of 8,612.000 
bushels was nearly two million 
leas than in 1946. 
Supplies of shell eggs In cold 
storage plants of the state coo 
tinued low. 
On February 1, there 
were 5,000 cases of 30 dozens each 
compared with only 3,000 cases on 
January 1. Cold weather prevent­ 
ed the seasonal increase in egg 
production usually experienced in 
January, observers said. 
Poultry meat reserves declined 
during January by 364,000 pounds 
leaving 7,793,000 pounds in storage 
on February 1. Fluid cream hold 
inga declined 290,000 pounds to 
766.000 pounds; plastic cream to­ 
taled 174,000 pounds, a drop of 
54,000; creamery butter declined 
423.000 pounds to 896,000; Ameri 
can cheese holdings fell off 323 0U0 
pounds to 3,195,000 and frozen eggs 
diminished by 770,000 pounds leav­ 
ing 3,260,000 pounds in storage on 
February 1.

WASHINGTON, March 5 —Sen. 
Malone (R> Nev., denounced the 
European recovery bill Thursday 
as a "preposterous scheme" which 
threatens to lower American living 
standards to those of Europe. 
But Sen. Smith <R) N. J„ told 
the Senate that rejection of the 
Marshall plan through "selfish di­ 
vision" at home would be the sig­ 
nal for Communism to take over 
western Europe. 
Smith, leveling his fire at GOP 
colleagues opposing the 1RP bill, 
demanded a "bi-partisan and all- 
American" foreign aid policy. 
Malone, however, announced in 
a prepared speech hia "complete 
disagreement" with the Republi­ 
can foreign aid leadership headed 
by Sen. Vandenberg (R) Mich. 
The Nexadan charged the lead­ 
ers "cloak their shilly-shally posi­ 
tion under the label of bipartisan­ 
ship as something guaranteeing se­ 
curity to America or to the world.” 
* Malone argued there is no "defi­ 
nite foreign policy" today and no 
military organization spearheaded 
by an air force capable of enforc­ 
ing U. S. pronouncements. 
The 
senator added: 
“The so-called Marshall plan is 
the most amazingly brazen and 
preposterous scheme for a world­ 
wide redistribution of wealth that 
has yet been proposed, even by the 
Socialistic European governments, 
to level our living standard* down 
to their own."

Livestock, Gran 
Prices Id State 
Show Decreases 


HARRISBURG, March S.—(INS) 
—The index of prices received by 
Pennsylvania farmers for livestock 
•lipped 14 points and crops 10 
points during the month ended 
February 15, It was announced by 
the state agriculture department. 
Declining prices of livestock and 
grains were blamed for the Index 
drop. 
The department said the de­ 
clines were accompanied by a one 
par cent decrease in the Index 
of prices farmers pay for goods and 
services and a drop of four cents 
to $1.15 in the purchasing power 
of the farmers' dollar. 
Grain Prices Drop 
The decreases in prices of grain 
ranged from 40 cents a bushel for 
wheat to eight cents for oats and 
buckwheat, according to the de­ 
partment. Corn dropped 27 cents 
to $2.22 a bushel while wheat sold 
for $2.40 a bushel at the end of 
the period. Hay continued to ad­ 
vance, climbing 50 cents a ton to 
$19. 
Hogs showed the heaviest de­ 
cline, dropping $3.80 to average 
823.40 a hundred weight. Beef 
cattle dropped $1. veal calves 60 
cents and lambs $1.50 a hundred­ 
weight. Wholesale milk showed a 
seasonal decline of hundred pounds 
seasonal decline and butter at 83 
centa was one cent lower than the 
previous month. 
Eggs decreased 8.1 cents p*»r 
dozen to avenge 58.3 cents, while 
live weight prices for chcikens and 
turkeys showed slight declines.
